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Skiddaw, situated six miles from the Head of Derwent- 
water, is a favourite mountain ascent. Its height is 
3,058 feet, and at different points in the ascent some 
splendid views of the surrounding landscape may be 
obtained. One of the finest is that of Derwentwater, the 
full beauty of which may be appreciated from this vantage- 
ground. 
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
